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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant has amended claim 1 to recite a microfluidic maniuplator "consisting of a material having a surface 
and a plurality of individually controllable thermal elements, but also optionally includes another component (power source or selection 
means). Applicant has also claimed the power source and selection means in claims 4 and 13 respectively. This is unclear and the claims 
would be rejected under USC 112 2 nd Paragraph if the amendment were entered. Applicant has used closed language - "consisting of" - in 
claiming the elements in the manipulator. Therefore, the device may not include any elements beyond the material having a surface and a 
plurality of individually controllable thermal elements. Applicant's use of alternative language - "optionally" - results in a potential claim that 
is unclear. In summary, it is unclear how the device may consist of only a material having a surface and a plurality of individually 
controllable thermal elements while also optionnaly including on or two ADDITIONAL elements. See MPEP 2173.05(h), Section III. 
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
